The Courier has at all times been 
closoly watching tho monetary 
sit- 
uation and scanning 
tho drift 
of 
public opinion, and has as yet 
fail- 
ed to discover any good reason for 
tho goldilo contention that tho peo- 
ple aro losing interests 
in tho 
sil- 
ver question or that 
the 
d 
craze is dying out. 
With a viow of getting 
at what 
lies beneath tho golden hazo which 
is being sedulously 
diffused 
over 
Iho country in tho interest 
of tho 
opposition to tho causo 
of silver, 
tho Courier man called upon Judge 
Wm. II Barnes, now a resident 
of 
Arizona, and a gentleman 
who 
is 
too well known in our city 
to 
re- 
quire any formal introduction, and 
requested of him an expression 
of 
his views and tho conclusions 
ho 
had arrived 
at through 
personal 
observation and investigations. 
Judge Barnes kindly acceded to 
tho request, and wo lay before 
our 
readers the subject matter 
of the 
solid "talk" 
given 
by 
him, 
and 
without further comment, commend 
it to their careful consideration: 
Courier man 
"What do tho peo- 
ple of tho west think of tho Illinois 
plan as to silvor?" 
Mr. Barnes 
"Thoy hailed it as 
tho very best means of raising 
the 
issue. 
It is an issuo that must 
be 
mot. 
Coinago of gold and silver 
is purely a question for legislation, 
and public opinion must settle 
it, 
and a discussion icads to healthy, 
intelligent public opinion. 
Let us 
not bo alfraid of tho people" 
Courier Man 
"uut thoy 
say tho 
silver crazo is winning. 
What 
do 
you think of that?" 
Mr. 
Barnes 
"Jiy 
no 
means. 
.Newspapers 
in tho large cities say 
so, but tho wish 
is the father 
of 
thought. 
I have taken 
pains 
in 
Chicago to find out for myself. 
I 
havo spent hours and days there 
during 
tho 
last 
month 
boating 
about, talking with people to whom 
I was a total stranger. 
I found the 
working 
men, 
railway 
employes, 
truckmen, hackmen, mechanics at 
work, clerks in stores, waiters 
in 
restaurants, shop keepers, nine out 
of ten for silver. 
I found 
this sen- 
timent as much with 
Republicans 
as with Democrats. 
I havo 
been 
among tho farmers and I 
find 
tho 
same thing. 
Oh, nol tho crazo 
is 
not over by any 
means. 
On tho 
contrary, tho conviction is getting 
deeper and dcepor. 
By the way, 
do you not notice tho gold peoplo 
aro having troublo with tho reserve 
just now? 
"It is impossible long to 
main- 
tain monomotalism, 
as is now 
at- 
tempted. 
Wo aro drifting 
suroly 
to a promium on 
gold. 
To 
hold 
up tho rcscrvo by inducing a 
syn- 
dicate of bankers to exchange gold 
for greenbacks is but a temporary 
makeshift, 
Tho syndicate can 
ex- 
change tho 
same 
greenbacks 
for 
gold whenever thoy wish and thoy 
will do so, when their intorest sug- 
gests 
it. 
The 
wholo 
monetary 
system now rests on tho voluntary 
will of these bankers. 
Every 
fin- 
ancial interest in tho United Statos 
is at their morcy. 
This has 
been 
demonstrated 
during 
August. 
Twico has tho reserve been 
lower- 
ed by withdrawals of gold for ship- 
ment, and each 
timo 
wheat 
has 
gono down one and 
ono-hal- f 
cents 
in Chicago. 
Each timo theso bank- 
ers could 
havo 
sold 
this 
wheat 
short, taken in 
their 
profit 
and 
gono along just beforo 
thoy 
mado 
deposits to maintain 
tho 
reserve, 
and taken in a profit again 
on tho 
advance, and so 
thoy 
can 
'milk' 
tho market at will. 
Thoy gamblo 
on a sure thing. 
Even among tin- 
horns, such a hot is off. 
It is true 
that with monmotahsm 'greenbacks 
aro a 
chain-pum- 
p 
to"pull gold out 
of tho trcasuiT?' 
No sane man be- 
lieves this condition 
can 
last. 
It 
gives, however, a most 
useful 
ob- 
ject lesson, 
which seoms to bo tho 
fad of modern statesmen in 
teach- 
ing economics, 
to show how 
com- 
pletely we aro dominated 
by 
thn 
bankers. 
Tho prico of wheat, corn, 
cotton, provisions and tho motals 
can bo run up and down at their 
pleasure. 
Tho bankors aro already 
discussing with 
tho 
presidont 
a 
now bond issue, and 
aro higgling 
between 
25,000,000 and 
50,000,-00- 
0 
of bonds. 
J. J. 
Mitchell 
is 
right in saying, if ho is correctly 
reported, that 
500,000,000 will bo 
needed. 
To maintain gold as 
solo 
monoy for redemption 
tho 
green- 
backs, must bo retired. 
Tho best 
papor monoy wo over had, with the 
glorious and patriotic 
history 
g 
it, is a thing of tho past. 
Bonds to at least 
300,000,000 must 
bo issued 
to 
redeem them. 
This 
will givo rooms for 
moro 
national 
banks, which will bo necessary 
to 
avoid tho enormous construction of 
tho currency. 
Gold will then 
bo 
tho 
only 
legal 
tondor 
monoy. 
Nothing can 
bo 
moro 
disastrous 
This is tho only 
plan 
or 
policy 
which tho 
gold-bug- s 
can offer, and 
it is folly to consider 
monomotal- 
ism without it. 
Such a plan is not 
possible 
No practical 
statesman 
can advocate it.. Tho 
Democratic 


party can never bo expected to des- 
troy tho greenbacks, and 
the 
Re- 
publican party will not daro to lay 
sacreligious 
hands 
upon 
thorn. 
The plan is not pratical statesman- 
ship. 
"Tho business of tho world 
can- 
not bo dono with gold tho only re 
demption monoy without 
destroy- 
ing values. 
A further and deeper 
fall in prices will occur. 
Interests 
on tho debts of tho world 
will 
be 
harder 
and harder 
to pay. 
The 
principal will novcr 
be 
paid. 
It 
will usher in an era of commercial 
slavery, a thousand 
times 
worse 
than chattel 
slavery. 
What 
will 
tho end be? 
One 
hundred 
years 
ago Franco confiscated 
tho 
cstato 
of the church and of tho nobles and 
banished tho 
latter; 
drovo 
them 
out! 
France, now rich in peasant 
proprietorship, 
is tho 
most 
pros- 
perous nation in 
Europe. 
Bonds 
aro tho methods of modern 
times, 
not titles of nobility 
and largo 
es- 
tates, tho gift from kings who 
did 
not own them. 
They were 
gener- 
ous with other 
people's 
propcrty 
and loaded 
their 
favorites 
with 
stolen 
gift". 
Repudiation 
is not 
worso than confiscation and banish- 
ment. 
Monometalisin 
drives 
to 
that inevitable end. 
"The arguments of tho 
gold-bug- s 
consists 
of 
forotelling 
tho 
dire 
disasters of bimotalism. 
Lot somo 
ono of them stop forward and 
tell 
us how ho is 
going 
to 
maintain 
gold as tho only money of redemp- 
tion. 
How many bonds ho is 
go- 
ing to 
issue. 
What 
he 
will 
do 
with tho greenbacks. 
How 
many 
banks ho is going to 
establish 
to 
issuo bank papor 
instead 
of tho 
greenbacks 
What 
legal 
tender 
currency will ho have besido gold? 
If gold only, let him tell us where 
ho is going to got it, 
whero it 
is 
and who has got it, and how much 
ho has got, and how ho proposes to 
got it from him. 
Theso 
aro somo 
of tho questions 
tho advocates 
of 
monometalisin 
must 
answer 
and 
settle 
I imagino 
ho will 
find it 
difficult to do so and that 
ho will 
havo ample food for reflection for 
a long time 
If ho has 
been 
dis- 
turbed, tired and unhappy in think- 
ing of frco silver at 10 to 1, ho can 
turn with great profit

value. 
Bimetalists 
say 
thoy will 
como 
together.

point of equilibrium found 
by

periment. 
'A largo use of silver,' 
rt phraso fashionable just now in 
resolutions by thoso who 
want to 
kcop on both sides of tho question, 
is not bimotalism. It is gold mono- 
motalism pure and 
simple 
It is 
idle folly to pay oven 50c per ounco 
for silver to stamp 
token 
dollars 
on. 
Papor is cheaper and 
hotter. 
"But tho question is 
too large 
and you will excuso me."

POLICEMEN 
IN 
SPAIN. 


They IIao Divers Duties Deal des Catch-ln- c 
CrlnilnnH. 
Tho little towns and smaller cities 
of Spain have a very effective .system 
of niffht police. 
These Spanish public 
watchmen 
are 
clad 
in 
long 
'jlack 
cloaks and wear on their heads each a 
black and red cap. 
In one hand 
13 a 
lantcru 
with 
colored 
fflass, 
in the 
other a kind of lance. 
"Sereno" is the name this policeman 
goes under, and lie pets the title from 
the cry he is obliged to utter at every 
few steps: 
"Sereno!" 
which 
means 
fine. 
Tho phrase refers to the state of 
the weather. 
If tho w eather is cloudy, 
he would call out: "Nublado;" if it is 
rainy: "Lluviendo." 
Under the blue 
sky of Spain, however, it is generally 
"sereno." 
An extract from tho municipal regu- 
lations of a Spanish town details the 
duties of the sereno in this wise: "lie 
must 
perform a certain 
number 
of 
rounds in all the streets, lanes, pas- 
sages and alleys on his beat, and call 
out in a loud voico the time and the 
weather 
as ho goes along. 
He must 
lend assistance to citizens who request 
his help for any reasonable cause, and 
go for tho doctor, chemist, midwife or 
clcigyirian. 
In casej 
of robbery, as- 
sault or Are he must hmry to the 
scene of tho occurrence as soon as he 
hears the signal. 
He must pay par- 
ticular attention to such houses as are 
pointed out to him and report to his 
superiors." 
Each 
"sereno" 
supervises 
certain 
small territory, a "demarcacion," as it 
is called. 
He 
has 
three 
or 
four 
subordinates, who act under his orders 
and ai o known as "vigilants." 
Each of 
these fellows has charge of a block of 
ten or fifteen buildings, and besides 
having police duties he acts as a sort 
of porter 
to his houses, 
carrying 
the 
keys to them all and being alone able 
to open the 
doors. 
In 
the Spanish 
towns ten 
o'clock 
is tho signal for 
closing, and after that time the only 
way tho 
lodger can get inside 
is 
dwelling is to summon the "vigilant." 
To do thi3 lie must clap nib hands three 
times, and then the "vigilant" hurries 
up armed with his bunch of keys. 
So 
also if anyone desires to go out 
dur- 
ing the night ho claps his hands at 
tho window and a "vigilant" 
appears. 
When a street brawl occurs or an 
attack 
is made, either 
"sereno" 
or 
"vigilant" 
blows his whistle at the 
first cry of help and chases off in th 
direction of the souud. 
Up como the 
other officers on the run, all blowing 
their whistlc3 loudly. 
If the criminal 
gets away the whistles aro blown in a 
peculiar 
manner, 
signaling 
in iust 
what 
direction 
ho 
lias gone. 
The 
outer 
rings 
of "sercnos" 
and 
''vigi-lants- " 
take up the signal, and in a few 
moments a wide cordon is formed in 
tho 
surrounding 
streets, 
which 
in 
nino eases out of ten ends in the evil- 
doer's capture 
within a few moments. 
These police nie paid directly by the 
householders on their beats, though in 
every 
other 
way 
directly 
under 
municipal control. 
The tax varies, 
running from ten 
cents 
a mouth to 
sixty cents for each house. 
They also 
receive New Year's presents, and they 
arc 
by 
no 
means averse 
to "tips." 
Twenty-fiv- e 
years of 
service put3 a 
man on tho pension list, the pension 
being not less than forty cents a day, 
a considerable sum in sunny Spain.

having ocon formed from Pima and 
Apache counties by tho Legislature

it has

known, owing to its isolated situa- 
tion, up to 1894, 
when 
tho 
Gila 
Valloy, Globo & Northern 
railroad 
was built from 
tho 
Southern 
Pa- 
cific road, atBowio, into the county. 
At this writing it has its terminus 
at Thomas, but is pushing 
ahead, 
with the rich mining 
district 
of 
Globe, in Gila county, for 
its 
ob- 
jective point. 
This road travel ses 
tho valley of tho Gila, which 
com- 
prises tho largest and best tract of 
agricultural 
land 
in 
ihc 
eastern 
part of tho Territory. 
Tho area of the county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 squaro miles. 
It is all 
at an elevation of moro than 
2,500 
feet abovo sea level, which 
secures 
it from tho burning 
heats 
exper- 
ienced in tho lower valloys to tho 
west. 
Its surface is diversified by 
rolling hills, precipitous 
and rug 
gcd mountain ranges, elevated pla- 
teaus and valloys, 
all 
producing 
nutritious grasses 
fairly 
well 
in 
seasons of average rain fall, and af- 
fording 
good 
paslurago

out tho spice of danger 
ram human 
enemies, 
is hanlir, an! quite as 
de- 
serving of the crown of leward. 
The missionary in the remoter parts 
of Alaska knows What these hardnliips 
are. 
Mr. 1'rcvcst, a missionary to tho 
Tauana Indians, has pcrhap3 tho l:.rs-c- st 
missionary "parish" in the world. 
It covers moro than one hundred thou- 
sand square 
miles; 
and Mr. I'ro.ost 
has traveled, with dogs and slsdses,

tian burial. 
Other Indians have

religious instruction from Mr. 
l'rcvost. 
This missionary has induced these 
boreal 
Indians to build houses and 
adopt some of the ways of civilized 
life. 
He has a printing press, sets his , 
own 
type, and 
issues a newspaper 
twice a year. 
This is twice as often as 
he receives any news from the outside' 
world. 
Ho did not hear of the last 
presidential 
nominations until eleven 
months after they had taken place. 
Although tho missionary 
welcomes 
hardships, he is not averse to using the 
resources of civilization in the propa- 
gation of tho Gospel.

Evidences That Discrimination 
in Colors 
Is Lacking. 
Thero is little positive evidence"1 that 
tho larger quadrupeds, oxen, deer, the 
fclidae, or dogs, 
have much sense of 
color; and Jkeir power of vision in its 
wider sense varies sp greatly in differ- 
ent species as to suggest that the men- 
tal factor in sight is often so little ex- 
erted for tho main purpose of discern- 
ing objeqt3 as to leave its more special- 
ized use for distinguishing 
color very 
imperfectly 
developed. 
Domestic 
ani- 
mals which see bright colois other 
than green in large 
masses 
more 
fre- 
quently than wild ones, might bo sup- 
posed to exhibit 
the consciousness of 
such differences 
in 
the 
most 
pro- 
nounced way. 
Yet it is next to impos- 
sible to cite an instance In which a dog 
exhibits curiosity as to color, 
or iden- 
tifies an object by its hue. 
1 
The writer has seen a setter refuse 
to retrieve a black rabbit because it 
apparently 
thought 
its 
master 
had 
shot a black cat. 
But a 
house-livin- fj 
dog shows no preference for a red car--, 
pet or rug over a bluo or variegated 
one, and expresses no surprise or curi- 
osity whether its master 'wears a red 
uniform or a blade evening suit 
Do- 
mestic cattle are so far affected by vio- 
lent contrast of white and dark that 
the presence of a black, white or very 
clearly spotted 
animal 
in the 
herd 
sometimes results 
In 
calves being 
thrown of tho same color or markings. 
Hut though red is said to irritate ahull, 
and to excite hunters by association of 
ideas, the latter statement rests partly 
on surmise. 
They are equally excited 
by the sound or sight of hounds, or of 
a number of riders, whatever the color 
of 
their 
coats. 
None 
of the 
cats, 
whether wild or tame, shows any par- 
tiality for bright hue; and among all 
tho stratagems 
used from time imme- 
morial by hunters, the use of color as 
a lure for quadrupeds 
is notably 
ab- 
sentLondon Spectator.
